Parliament 
voted on Thuisday last to engage five financial experts fiom the United 
States to reorganize the country's fiscal system. 


Ttie minister of finance was'bne of the rnos't influential of the Persian 


statesmen. He was'president of the first pailiamenf and has held the post 
of minister'of commerce, minister of the interior, and minister of public 
instruction^ He got into trouble with the si(ice dethroned shnh in Decem- 
ber, 1907, and was anested. The following day he was released as a result 
of the intervention of the British minister. 
During the disorders in the 


iiurimor of 1908 Sauied Dowleh took refuge in the Italian legation.

FOR GREATER THOROUGHNESS IN 
THE 
SCHOOLS 


With the variety, we might say multiplicity, of subjects crowded into 


jho school'curriculum, some of them non-essontial or unnecessary, it is 
very difficult to attain thoroughness which alone will count when tho school 
days are long gone by. 


There are unimportant matters forced upon the attention of the pupils 


who are always ready to clmnge from a difficult study to one that is more 
inviting. 
But the teacher in spite of every demnu'rf must not forget the 


superior importance of the great essentials, reading, writing, arithmetic, 
language and we might add drawing. 
:. 


II ib of very little use to cram the minds of the children with facts pi- 


knowledge over which they have little or no conttol. 
What is of supreme 


importance, however, is mental development, the training of the reasoning 
power, the memory atid tho perceptive faculties. Progress in arithmetic or 
in any of Ihe essentials will depend upon the amount of work intelligently 
done. In most cases thoiouglmess comes only as a result of repetition 
continued, .until it becomes tiresome and than interrogation to-ascertain 


• whether the rules aro properly understood or firmly fixed in tho mind. It is 


in language studies that we find the most noticeable lack of thoroughness in 
our schools. 
That has long been the weak point of the schools, probably, 


because of the limited number of exercises correctly executed. 
This is due 


.to the lack of time, the large number of pupils that each teacher has to at- 
tend to; and, in some cases to the fact tlmt errors are not corrected in a 
manner that will prevent the pupils from repeating'them. 


It is not very pleasant for any teacher to keep the pupils working until 


weary on the same thing; but that must be done in many cases if we are 


fo attain thoroughness. A great deal may be accomplished by individual 
teaching that*is impossible in some of our schools where children arc 
taught in the mass. In (ho little country school where one teacher has to 
-attend to several grades, she has to do a lot of individual teaching, and as 
'b result'her pupils make good progress and are thoroughly grounded in the 
•fctudies as far as they have gone. 


j 
;It is all nonsense to suppose that tho teacher can make studies so-easy 


and so clear that the pupils can runko progress without any hard work on 
•their part. When tho teacher tries to do this she will 
not 
attain 
the 


icsults work she ever so hard. 


, That "there is no royal road to learning" is just as true today.as it 


was centuries ago, and tho pedagogical methods that would make progress 
easy by a lot of theorizing arc all wrong. 
The pupil makes the greatest 


progress in arithmetic, for instance who solves correctly the greatest num- 
ber of problems that call for Ihe exercise of his reasoning power and the 


, jnles he has already learned. 
Children do not follow a teacher in explain- 


ing the reason of any now process. 
Better tench the rule first aiid ex- 


plain tho reason afteiwards. 
The same principle holds good in all other 


studies, and if this and the development of the mental faculties bo kept in 
View rather than stuffing Ibo mind with facts that soon slip Ihe memory, 
there will le more real progress and more thoroughness.

Recant Development 


Principal Cyrus W. Irish spoke Inter- 
stlngly Of tho establishment 
of 
the 


manual 
training 
and 
commercial 


courses in the high school. He also 
spoke of the school board's recommen- 
dation to the. city council for the pur- 
chase of land on the north side of the 
school for the purpose of enlarging thb 
main building. In part, he said: 


"The first movement in the direction 


of industrial training was the 
estab- 


lishment of the manual training course 
which was, at first, of two years' dura- 
tion. On its removal to more commo- 
dious quarters, on the completion ot 
the annex, the course was Increased to 
four years. 
Careful work In forging, 


blacksmlthing, chipping, filing and ma- 
chine work was added. 
"The manual training department Is 


so well planned that It could easily be 
made a basis for development along tho 
lines of trades. 


"The next Important step In increas- 


ing the usefulness of the school was 
taken with the establishment of a com- 
mercial course, at the, time when the 
annex was completed. 


"Many commercial courses had been 


established 
In various high schools 


throughout the country, and 
most of

PITH the old mahogany furnituro 


• which every woman aspires to li 


these days the fluffy little bureau scar 
of la'ce and sheer linen Is decidedly ou 
of the picture, and from a hygienic 
standpoint the fewer fluffs In the sleep 
Ing room the better. 


Bureau covers that are meeting with 


favor this season are of pique In shade; 
to match the coloring of the anprtmen 
or they are of pure white, and each 
cover for bureau; chest or table Is o' 
tho same material. This gives an Indl 
vidual touch to the room not afforded 
by the covers of lace and linen. 


A pique is chosen of a fine but firm 


weave, and the covers are cut to fit the 
tops of the pieces they are designed to 
adorn. The ends do not hong over is 
they did In other years'. The cushion 
top may be.cut from, the corners. 


One design Is used on nil the covers 


that of a buttonholed scallop for tho 
edges done In mercerised cotton after 
tho scallop has been heavily, padded 
with darning cotton. 
White Is, o! 


course, the most serviceable color, but 
the shade harmonizing with the room 
Is much llkod.. The newest idea is to 
%vork the scallops In white and uso tho 
room tint ns an outline. 
Old blues 


Chinese red, dull rose or warm browns 
give pleasing results. 


Moat women take their sets to the 


shops to be stamped. And It Is well to 
remember that about a half Inch of 
mate/lal should be allowed for shrink 
Ing above the regular dimensions of tho 
covers and enough of tho edge to work 
the scallop nicely.

It is well to celebrate the'50th anniversary of tho march through Balti-

It is well anyhow to stop and review our past while at the same time 
deducing lessons that will guide us to a glorious destiny. 


FOR GREATER THOROUGHNESS IN THE SCHOOLS 


With the variety, we might say multiplicity, of subjects crowded into 


the school curriculum, some of them noji-esscntinl or unnecessary, it is 


" ^ery difficult to attain thoroughness which alone will 'count when tho school 


days are long gone by. 


There are unimportant matters forced upon the attention of the pupils 


who are always icndy to change from a difficult study to one that is more 


•- inviting. 
But (lie teacher in spite of every demand must not forget the 


superior importance of (he great .essentials, reading, writing, arithmetic, 
language and we might add drawing. 


It is of \ery httie use to cram (lie minds of the children with facts or 


knowledge ovei which they have little or no control. What is of supreme 
importance, however, is mental development, the 'training of the reasoning 
power, the memory and the perceptive faculties. Progress in arithmetic or 
in any of the essentials will depend upon the amount of work intelligently 
done. 
In most cases thoroughness conies only as a result of repetition 


rontinu.ed until it becomes tiresome nnd then interrogation to ascertain 
whether the rules are properly understood or firmly fixed in the mind. It is 
in language studies Ihat we find the most noticeable la.ck.of thoroughness in 
i.ur schools. That has long been the weak point of the schools, probably 
because of the limited number of oxfcrcises correctly executed. This is due 
lo the lack of lime, the large number of pupils that each teacher has to at- 
tend to; and, in some oases to the fact that errors are not corrected in a 
manner that will prevent the pupils from repeating them. 


It is not very pleasant for any teacher to keep the pupils working until 


weary on the same thing; but that must be done in many cases if we are 
,to attain thoroughness. A great deal mny be accomplished by individual 
teaching that is impossible in some of our schools where children are 
taught in the mass. In the little country school where one teacher has to 
attend to several grades, she has to do a lot of individual teaching, and as I 
b result her pupils make good progress and are thoroughly grounded in the 
studies as far as they have gone. 
."- . 


It is all nonsense to suppose that tho teacher can make studies so easy 


and so clear that tho pupils can make progress without any hard work on 
their part. When the teacher tries to dp this she will not attain tho 
results work she ever so hard. 


That "there is uo royal road to learning" is just as true today as it 


was centuries ago, and the pedagogical methods that would make progress 
easy by a lot of theorizing are nil wrong. The pupil makes the greatest 
progress in arithmetic, for instance who solves correctly (he greatest ntim- 
ber of problems -that call for the exercise of his reasoning power and the 
^lulos he has already learned. Childieii do not follow n teacher in explain- 
ing the reason of any new process. Better teach the rule first and ex- 
plain the reason afterwards. 
The samo principle holds good in all other 


studies, and if this and the development of the mental faculties be kept in 
Viow rather than stuffing tho mind with facts that soon slip the memory, 
there will be more real progress and more thoroughness.

It is generally found that if thoroughness in any branch or number of 


branches be firmly insisted upon it will be forthcoming unless the number 
of studies be so great as to make this absolutely impossible. Iii the man- 
agement of the schools now divided between the superintendent and a num- 
ber of supervisors, it would seem thnt there is ample room for improve- 
ment in the line of increased thoroughness, and 
tho more 
systematic 


development of the reasoning power, the memory 
and other 
mental 


faculties. 
If it be necessary to cliimnnle somes of the iron-essential or 


ornamental branches in order to secure gcratcr thoroughness, that should 
be done. 
Nobody knows as well as the supervisors just where tho kiiife 


can bo used to reduce the number of subjects and increase the progress 
in all those that remain. 


Let it be remembered too that some touchers make a hobby of particu- 


lar studies at the expense of others equally important, while some others 


' fall into tho costly error of wasting valuable time by dilating upon every 


casual incident that comes up during the progress of. tho lesson.

J^ DEIJCIOUS cake Is made by us- 


ing .English -walnuts and raisins 


together. The recipe colls for half a 
cupful c-f butter, one cupful - of - sugar, 
half a cupful of milk, two eggs, a cup- 
ful each of raisins and chopped nut 
meats and two cupfuls of pastry flour 
sifted several ;times with half a' level* 
teaspoonful of soda arid a rounded tea- 
spoonful of cream _of; tartar. .
